CO-OPERATION IMPROVES QUALITY 
For the fourth successive year, according to 
figures recently issued by the American Cotton 
Cooperative Association, American cotton has 
climbed upward in quality. In 19 33, as in the 
three years preceding it, improvement in staple 
quality was shown in practically every cotton 
state. Louisiana led in improvement, having only 
2.6 per cent of her cotton in the ‘ untenderable 
staple” classes, as compared with 10.7 per cent 
the year before, with Alabama second. 
The farmers of the cotton areas are to be con­ 


gratulated— and so is their cooperative. It is 
largely responsible for the improvement. It has 
changed the policy of buying cotton, and pays ! 
for each bale on its individual qualities, instead 
of “hog-round.” It sponsors one-variety cotton , 
communities, and aids in the production and 
distribution of better seed. And that means more 
dollars in the pock ets of producers, a better 
break for this country in competing with other 
cotton producing nations, and a higher grade 
product so far as the public is concerned. 
All great cooperatives have done fine work in 
improving and standardizing agricultural p rod­ 
ucts, whether they be cotton or milk or anything 
else. Their goal is the best that the land can 
produce, and they are mak ing rapid progress in 
reaching it. The result is that forward m arch 
of American farmers has never been so swift.
